figures. How ever, 
after a few days association with th e 
monum ent, one is attracted by the fact 
that it seem s alm ost

The real pleasure of association w ith

At mid-day when 
the w eather is clear it appears sn ow

Shedd, American missionary who died 
of cholera in Persian Kurdistan, has 
caused 
sadness throughout bot ti in 
Assyrian and American circles and, in 
following the history of his work and 
persecutions brings into the limelight 
the work of the Red Cross in that ori­ 
ental section. 
The Rev. Dr. Shedd, together with 
his assot date m issionaries, accompa­ 
nied the A ssyrians fleeing from the bl­ 
ading forces of the Turks and Kurds,
